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The document consists of No 12 vol II of the Mitteilungsblatt der Deutschen Reichsbahn 
25x1A Reichsbahn Bulletin), and Appendix B to No 11 vol II of the same 
publication, The appen undated, was issued during the latter half of August 1951. 


The greater part of each issue is, as usual, taken up by the publication of official 
decrees and announcements by the Directorate General and the various directorates of the 
Reichsbahn. These announcements are subheaded as follows: operations, passenger traffic, 
freight traffic, railroad repair yards, construction, safety and communications, material © 
procurement, finance and economy, lahor and wages, law and administration, social benefits, 
tank car operations, personnel, and miscellaneous,
